Military personnel 
now on duty in connection with the said activities ray, to the extent mutually 
agreeable to the Secretary of State and the Secretary of tor or the Secretary 
of tbs N nry, as the case my be, continue on such duty in tho ^spartoent of State* 
3# All other functions, duties, and powers of the Office of Strategic 
Serrioee and the Director thereof and all of the personnel, records, property, 
mrA funds of this Office not transferred by paragraph 2 of this order are 
transferred to and consolidated in the ^spartaent of War* The Secretary of 
tor shall, at such tines as he shall dees appropriate, discontinue ary of the 
activities transferred by this paragraph and wind up the affairs relating 
thereto* 
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
